CIGARETTE FACTS AND FIGURES.

The name cigarette was first used In 1842. 

The annual consumption of cigarettes is 
4,000. 000,000. 

A cigarette contains 1-26th of an ounce of 
tobacco. 

A cigarette paper weighs 7-100ths of an 
ounce, 

One pound of tobacco will fill 416 cigar- 
ettes, 

Qne pound of paper serves for 12,000 cig- 
arettes. 

The tobacco used in cigarettes is said to 
contain from 1 to 1% per cent of nicotine, 
while some cigars contain as high as 8% per 
cent, 

Two Statés (Iowa and Tennessee) have 
passed laws prohibiting the sale of cigar- 
ettes, 

Chicago and Denver passed anti-cigarette 
ordinances. The Denver ordinance was de- 
clared unconstitutional in February last. 

In 1892 Congress was petitioned to impose 
a prohibitive tax on cigarettes. 

The tobacco most used for American cig- 
arettes is “bright Virginia.’’ 

A cigarette ‘‘fiend’’ is supposed to smoke 
‘10 to 20 boxes a day.’’ This is from one 
every six minutes for 10 hours to one every 
81, minutes for the entire 24 hours.

ex-tov. Johnson's speech before the Jef- 
ferson Club Saturday night, in which he 
went ex-Gov.
